NO WAR. 


Spain Conecdes—The Ultimatem of 
the United States Agreed to—The 
Spanish Government Takes Water 
—The New York Pre«s on the Site 
uation—itmportant Specials. 
MADRID, Nov. 29.—The Spanish 

Cabinet has agreed to the delivery to 

the United States Government the 

Steamship Virginius and all the per- 

sous remaining alive, who were cap- 

‘ured with her, leaving the question 

whether the seizure of the vessel was 

legal orto be settled hereafter bya 
mixed tribunal. The question 
whether damages shall be paid to the 
families or relations of the prisoners 
who were shot is also to be settled in 
similarmanuer. This decision was 
not arrived at by the government be- 
fore it had contidentally consulted 
with the powers of Europe, and was 
informed by all of them that repara- 
tion was due for the capture of the 
steamer and the execution of captives. 

The decision is also in conformity 

with the opinions of the leading 

Spanish statesmen of all parties to 

whom the question was submitted by 

the Government, 


NEw YorK, Nov. 29.—A double 
leaded editorial in the Times 
treats of peace asa foregone conclusion 
and praises what it calls the good 
temper and tact of Admiral Polo and 
Secretacy Fish in having effected it. 
it alleges that there are uo impropri- 
ety in mentioning that Admiral Polo 
has endeavored by all honorable 
means to bring about a peaceable so- 
lution without forgetting for a mo- 
ment the claims of his own country. 
The HHera’d’s dispatch says 
retary Fish has$ no doubt 
that the Spanish Government will be 
abie to enforee orders in restoring the 
Virginius to the United States. The 
Colonial Minister Saler, now in Ha- 
vanna, Will personally see that orders 
of the home vovernment are earried 
out. 

All the Washington specials in the 
morning journals unite in asserting 
that Spain has conceded to our de- 
mands and peace is assured. The 
Tribune despatch says: “The des- 
patch deciding the grave question, 
whether there shall be peace or war 
between the United States and Spain 
was received by Mr. Fish to-night anc 
colununicated to the President and 
Cabinet. It is of the miosi satistac- 
tory character, and concedes all de- 
mands made by the United States. 
demands, as heretofore stated, 
were as foilows: First, the release of 
the olficers and crew of the Virginius 
yet living. Second return of the 
Virginius. Third, salute of the flag 
and provision for the families of the 
slain captives. The only reservation 
on the part of Spain is with reference 
to tiring thesaiute. To enabie further 
investigation to be made, the date 
for this salute has been fixed 
at the 25th of Dece:mber, to provide 
for the contingency of Spain's not 
being to eniorce promised con- 
cessions. The worlkonhaval construc- 
tion is not to be interrupted. Tne 
Jimes Gispatch in addition to the 
above, says Spain also agrees to bring 
to trialand punishment the oitfcers 
who perpetrated the horrible butclh- 
ery.

Secretary Fish’ a Admiral Polo 
‘Fixes Particulars of 
the Agreement—All Smoke and no 
Kire—-*Nobody Hurt”? and Everye 
body Satisfied. 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 29.—The ne- 
gotiations between the United States 
and Spain with regard to the ques- 
tions growing out of the capture of 
the Virginius were brought to a con- 
clusion to-day. Secretary Fish and 
Admiral Polo having agreed upon 
and signed a protocal which the lat- 
ter soon atter telegraphed to his gov- 
ernment. As conflicting statements 
have appeared in the newspapers re- 
garding inteligence received last 
night and “also to-day, it can now 
be positively stated that the terms are 
substantially as follows: ‘First, the 
immediate delivery to the United 
States of the ship Virginius and all 
the surviving passengers and erew. 
Second, a salute to our flag on the 
2th of December next unless in the 
meantime Spain shall satisfy the 
United States that the American flag 
Was improperly borne on that vessel, 
and further, that she had no right to 
the American flag or American pa- 
pers. In this event the salute is io 
be withdrawn and 
Spain is to formally disclaim any in- 
tentional indignity to the flag in the 
acts committed by Spain against the 
Virginius. Third, if it shail thus be 
shown the Virginius had no right 
to carry the American flag and 
papers, the United States wiil in- 
stitute proceedings against the vessel 
and the surviving parties who have 
violated the laws of the United States, 
and Spain guarantees to institute pro- 


ceedings against any of her auliori- 


ties wno may have violated c.tier 
the law or treaty stipulations. ‘Tie 
matter of reclaimation for damaves ix 
reserved for future consideration. in 
aidition tothe above, it can also be 

sitively stated that within the nexi 
days, Secretary Fish and the 
Spanish Minister will determine the 
port at which the Virginius and the 
surviving passengers and crew shail 
be delivered to the United States. 
the words immediate release,’’ 4s 
applicable to the delivery of the Vir- 
ginius and the surviving passeigers 
and crew implies, of course, a res -on- 
able time forits execution, as some 
dovs must elapse be*ore Havana and 
Santiago de Cuba ean be reachoa. 
The agreement is regarded in oficial 
quarters as covering all the points of 
our original demands, though in a 
modified form, while it is considered 
respectful and honorable to both 
couniries. 

The fixing of the 25th of December 
as the time for saluting our tlag, is to 
allow the necessary Opportunity to 
Spain to show that the Virginins im 
properly carried the American flag 
and American papers.

Secretary anu 
Admiral Polo have, for two weeks 
past, been congaged in producing this 
result, on which they received the 
congratulations of their respective

“And again. 

“No Cuban has any voice in his 
own country. He can never have the 
consolation of thinking that his ty- 
rant is his countryman,.”’ (1. 140.) 

Inthe month of August, 1868, it 
was determined that an emissary 
should be sent through the various 
districts of the island, with the os- 
tensible purpose of arranging agen- 
cies fora journal newly established 
at Havana, but in reality to guage 
the state of public opinion, and see

‘tionary movement might rely. The

Their army was small and 
iprovided at first it consisted of 
but 147 men, with but forty-five 
fowling pieces, four rifles, a few pis- 
tolsand the long country Knives or 
machetes, as their sole armament. In 
three days the districts of Bayamo, 

Manzanillo, Jiguani, and Las Tunis 
joined the insurrection, and Cespedes’ 
army was increased to the number of 
four thousand men; at the end of the 
month it numbered over nine thou- 
sand, 

Up to the first of December, 1871, 
according to the Diario de la Mari- 
na ithe organ of the Government at 
Havana), 60,000 additional soldiers 
“had been dispatched there from 
Spain. The sending of reinforee- 
ments has not ceased, and during the 
past year large numbers have arrived 
in this Island.
